1. An unusual lull in air acLivity began early
in the afteroon yesterday. For a period of over
twelve hours;- no air activity by either side was
noted on-the EgypLian and Syrian fronts..

Of these,
643 are officers. A Rcutcr report issued at about
the same time claimed a total of about 600 more Arab
POWs.

7. According L6 an Israeli press report, Is-
raeli. forces are still capturing Egyptian troops
trappod within Isral i-occupied territory on the west
bank of the .suet Canal. A total of 225 Egyptian
troops were captured' on the nights of 4-5 and 5-6 -
November, aycording to the press report.
